At the same time he 
seeks to be president of all the 
people, he must also be the lit- 
eral chief of a partisan political 
party. 

The office demands ceremony 
of him . . . much ceremony. It 
requires that he meet delega- 
tions from the states and depart- 
ment heads. He must see, too, 
and become familiar with, the 
military branches, their prob- 
lems, plans and costs. Every 
item of importance, every paper, 
every decision, every bureau, 
comes at last to his desk. In 
addition there are the _ end- 
less political duties—the steady 
stream of callers.

Harry S. Truman disclosed, 
in his memoirs: ‘The presi- 
dency of the United States car- 
ries with it a responsibility so 
personal as to be without paral- 
lel.”’ 

All presidents have sought, in 
their fashion, to alleviate that 
stress. None has flung himself 
so violently into physical play 
as has President Dwight Eisen- 
hower. For all that we know 
about him, we are not well ac- 
quainted with what it is he feels 
within. Why is it that only 27 
or 36 holes of golf or long hours 
of arduous fly casting for 
trout, in turbulent, rocky streams 
will bring release? 

(At Fraser the doctor planned 
a twomeal schedule to avoid 
overeating in the higher alti- 
tude. . . . The President did his 
own cooking . fried mush 
served with cream gravy was 
a typical breakfast dish : 
steaks and fish, fresh-caught 
from the streams, were the chief 
items fur dinner. .. .)

More than any of the presi- 
dents, Harry S. Truman mas- 
tered the demands of the presi- 
dency. And his_ responsibilities 
were as many and as great as 
those of others. Early every morn- 
ing Harry Truman took a walk. It 
wa#"a long one, of two or more 
miles. 

He took his walk methodically, 
shoulders well back, arms 
swinging, chin up. He so walked 
for so many years that his 
count of 120 steps per minute 
was rarely off by more than a 
step or so. He liked, too, a 
friendly, relaxing game of poker. 
The stakes were small. Often 
White House reporters won or 
lost a dollar or so from or to 
him. (The more carping criticized 
this.) Most of all, he watched 
his weight and his diet. He took 
trips to Key West for winter sun. 

He quoted more than once a 
saying attributed to tough old 
Joe Cannon who was speaker of 
the House in his 80s. This tough

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The Presidency Is 
A Part of Us All 


Nothing more vividly reveals that the 
presidency is a peculiarly American in- 
stitution, grown out of our very selves, 
than the great and bipartisan unity in 
this time of sorrow when Dwight D. 
Eisenhower lies seriously ill . .. while 
at the same time the political pot comes 
to a furious boil. 


We are a political nation, so ordered 
by our founders. We live and have our 
being by politics. Since the presidency is 
an institution peculiar to us and our 
political system, we can unite as a people 
and yet remain divided politically. 

It was this fact which lured Kaiser 
Wilhelm and his advisers into error. It 
was something which Adolph Hitler and 
his cortege could not understand. They 
gave ear to the great and acrimonious 
divisions in our public and political life 
and decided we could never unite to be- 
come a great and effective military force. 
They concluded the public would not 
support the administration in the time 
of Woodrow Wilson and of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

How wrong they were, history has 
recorded. 

Now, almost on the eve of an elec- 
tion year, Dwight D. Eisenhower, the in- 
dispensable man of the Republican Party, 
is stricken with a heart attack. He almost 
certainly will not be a candidate in 1956— 
as he was sure to be before the throm- 
bosis attack. 


To some it seems cruel that politics 
should shoulder their way into the arena 
where a man lies ill. In a sense it is a 
‘cruel and callous thing—but only in a 
sense. It does not mean the American 
people are not deeply and sincerely sym- 
pathetic and prayerfully waiting his re- 
covery. They are. But the presidency is 
political and it is really not that the 
people are callous or cruel. The pres- 
idency is, as aforesaid, a peculiarly Amer- 
ican institution. It reaches all our lives 
and customs. 

But never think that sorrowing Amer- 
icans forget for a moment that the Pres- 
ident of all of us is ill. 

This illness places a burden on all of us. 

But chiefly it rests on the Republicans. 
The people do not have any great confi- 
dence in Vice President Nixon. The Re- 
publican leaders themselves have been 
engaged in a hunt for some method of 
keeping him off the 1956 ticket. 

There is grave danger the adminis- 
tration may disintegrate. 

Only the Republicans can prevent that 
from happening. 


Georgia Is Reducing 


Its Income Differential 


Department of Commerce figures 
showing the rapid rise in total and per 
capita incomes in Georgia and the South- 
east in the past 25 years must be tempered 
with the sobering knowledge that the 
section still lags behind the national av- 
erage in both categories. 

Georgians last year had an estimated 

total personal income of almost four-and- 
“a-half billion dollars. This figures up to 
$1,237 per capita—about 2 per cent be- 
low the previous year. 
: The increase in total income since 1929 
_is a whopping 339 per cent, eleventh high- 
est in the nation. The increase per capita 
in the 25-year period is 253.4 per cent 
compared with 151.8 for the nation as a 
whole. The per capita income increase 
was third highest in the nation, exceeded 
only by the two Carolinas. 

In spite of this relative gain in per 
capita income—from $350 in 1929 to 
$1,237 last year—Georgia ranks tenth 
from the bottom of all states. It is a 
little higher than the average of the 
seven-state Southeastern area, which now 
‘stands at $1,207. Florida leads the sec- 
tion with per capita income of $1,610. 

While the rate of increase is pleasing, 
per capita incomes in Georgia are $533 
less than the national average of $1,770. 

Although it is evident that relative 
gains have been made, the state’s econ- 
‘omy still has a long way to go to catch 
up with the nation. So far in 1955 new 
records are being set. Bank deposits and 
personal incomes are at an all-time peak. 
Business activity in most fields is at rec- 
ord levels. 3 

The most encouraging fact about all 
these statistics is that the spread between 
the national average and the Georgia 
average has been lessened. Georgians, as 
well as citizens of all other Southeastern 
states, are living better than at any other 
period in history.

The stock market’s reaction to the 
news of President Eisenhower's illness 
was exceptionally severe. 


Speculators and investors alike had 
part of Saturday and all of Sunday to 
think over the long range implications 
of the President’s heart attack, and ap- 
parently a lot of them reached the same 
conclusion—that Eisenhower would not 
run again. 


Opening Monday morning, the market 
broke. The tape recording the transactions 
ran late and billions of dollars in paper 
profits were wiped out. 


The market had been very high for a 
long time and many cautious traders were 
nervous before this particular bit of news. 
All it took to topple the market from its 
historic peak was the word that the Presi- 
dent was sick. 


Inevitably some were hurt in the crash, 
but the country still is sound and so ba- 
sically is the market. Controls have kept 
it from getting completely out of hand 
as it did in the roaring twenties. Margin 
accounts are relatively few, and the limit 
of credit on them is a conservative 30 per 
cent. 


According to the books that try to ex- 
plain its workings, the market has a dis- 
count function. In other words, the market 
reflects today what buyers and sellers ex- 
pect of the future. It stays ahead of the 
times. 

Granted the truth of this thesis, yes- 
terday’s market pretty well took into ac- 
count the effect of a Democratic victory 
next election. 

Once those who believe that prosperity 
and the Republicans are synonymous have 
recovered from this shocking news, the 
market should settle back to its generally 
unexciting pace.

Does a Splendid Work 


Work on the restoration of the Chief 
Joseph Vann house at Spring Place in 
Murray County is proceeding according 
to schedule, according to the Georgia His- 
torical Commission. 

The house, built in 1806, has extra- 
ordinary architectural and historic in- 
terest. At the home of the wealthy, half- 
white Vann, it was the center of the 
Cherokee nation that flourished in north 
Georgia before the Indians were trans- 
ported to the West in 1834. In its days 
of glory the brick residence was’as elab- 
orate as that of any wealthy coastal 
planter. 

The Vann house, almost completely 
ruined after years of neglect and care- 
less tenants, was bought by Chatsworth 
Enterprises, an organization of Murray 
County businessmen devoted to strength- 
ening the section’s economy. It then was 
deeded to the Historical Commission for 
restoration, a job that will cost an esti- 
mated $40,000. 

The partly finished project already is 
proving a great tourist attraction. The 
number of visitors should snowball when 
the restoration is complete and it is dedi- 
cated as a museum and shrine about a 
year from now. 

This particular job of the Georgia 
Historical Commission would be enough 
to justify its existence, On. its_limited 
budget the body is doing a splendid job 
of preserving and marking others of 
Georgia’s store of interesting landmarks, 
a job that more historically minded states 
began a generation ago. 

Georgia now is beginning to appreciate 
her history, not only for its intrinsic 
value, but because of the interest others 
show in it, particularly the gold-bearing 
tourist. From the coast to the mountains 
Georgia is rich in landmarks, legends and 
tradition. The .Georgia Historical Com- 
mission deserves the encouragement of 
every citizen in its effort to mark, com- 
pile and preserve this great legacy of 
the past.

Georgia, Nation Are F acing 
An Acute School Problem 


In the Valdosta Daily Times 


Attendance at the public school in Georgia this year has reached 
a record high of about 928,000. This is an increase of something like 


30,000 over last year. 


It is understandable that school people and 


most Georgians are deeply concerned about the school situation. 


Around 3,000 additional class- 


. rooms have been constructed in 


the state since the close of last 
school year. However, this added 
space is not sufficient to care for 
the enrollment. 


The State Department of Educa- 
tion reports that in some areas the 
situation is acute. In some in- 
stances classes are being held in 
churches, in auditoriums, in He 
braries, in lunch rooms, in armor- 
jes and in practically every 
available space. Such facilities, ob- 
viously, are not satisfactory and 
our children aire suffering from 
lack of suitable space. 

To add to the distress, there are 
not enough qualified teachers, In 
recent years our state has raised 
Salaries of teachers considerably 
but we are still below many states 
in pay to teachers.. Teachers in 
Georgia schools are moving to 
other states where salaries are bet- 
ter and where classroom facilities 
are superior. 

Latest available reports indicate 
that something like 50,000 teach- 
ers were graduated from the na- 
tion’s colleges last June, But this 
does not meet the need, since it is 


‘indicated that something like 73,- 


000 more teachers are needed if 
the recommended _ teacher-pupil 
ratio is to be kept. These figures 
apply to the elementary schools 
alone. 


Georgia has embarked on a fine 
school building program and it is 
making headway. Yet it is not suf- 


a 


ficient to meet the needs of a 
growing population. Sad to relate 
ir some places it has been found 
necessary to hold double sessions 
in many of the schools. 

There have been suggestions 
that our School program should be 
put on a 12-month basis. The sug- 
gestion is not that pupils be re- 
quired to attend school the full 
12 months but that classrooms be 
utilized the 12 months with stag- 
gered terms, pupils attending the 
usual nine months with some hav- 
ing vacations in the winter months. 

There is not space enough in 
this corner to go into ‘all of the 
angles of our school problem and 
this correspondent is not qualified 
to offer a definite solution. How- 
ever, this is an effort to call at- 
tention to our public school situa- 
tion and-to—point-out- that it isa 
problem that must be lived with 
and that must be solved if we 
are to provide the educational fa- 
cilities that our young people have 
every right to expect. 

The problem is not -unique to 
Georgia. All over the country there 
are similar problems. Classrooms 
are crowded. There are not enough 
qualified teachers, Transportation 
facilities for the children to and 
from school are inadequate. 

Just how the situation is to be 
met does not readily appear. We 
do know, however, that more 
money for the public schools is 
needed and it must be provided 
in some way.

Satellites Observe 
Finland’s Example 


WASHINGTON—Obviously one feather from 
a dove’s back does not mean that a warm peace 
is at hand. But the Kremlin’s return to Finland 


of the naval base at Porkkala, exacted in the peace terms conclude 
ing the Russo-Finnish war, is an action which, whatever the motive, 
is a visible and potentially significant change in Soviet policy. 


It may prove to be such a minute 
shift of policy as to lead nowhere. 
Here is what has happened: 


The Kremlin has given up some- 
thing it didn’t have to give up — 
not much, but something. 

The Kremlin has voluntarily 
withdrawn its naval forces from a 
point which stood within 20 miles 
of the Finnish capital, Helsinki. 

The Kremlin cancelled its lease 
on this Finnish—and former Czar- 
ist—port which still had 42 years 
to run and which it could have ex- 
tended at any time at the shake of 
a fist. 


The military side of this action 
is inconsequential. As a means of 
protecting the Soviet Union against 
anything, Porkkala is as outdated 
as trench warfare. 


But the political side of this ac- 
tion could be very consequential. 

It seems to me that Moscow’s 
return of Porkkala, its withdrawal 
from the suburbs of Helsinki, is a 
significant departufe from one of 
the central concepts of Soviet pol- 
icy under Stalin. That concept was 
that Soviet security required that 
the U.S.S.R. be ringed by “friend- 
ly’’ governments, that the Krem- 
lin’s definition of a ‘“‘friendly’’ gov- 
ernment was a Communist gov- 
ernment, that a non-Communist 
country couldn’t be anything but

U.N. Must Act Soon 


On Charter Review 


WASHINGTON—A matter important to the 
long-range future of the United Nations, 
which Secretary of State Dulles has bestirred 


a hostile, dangerous neighbor and 
was not to be tolerated. 

This is why the Kremlin refused 
to live up to its side of the Yalta 
agreements and permit free elec- 
tions in Poland and elsewhere in 
Eastern Europe. 

This is why the Kremlin decapi- 
tated the independent government 
of Czechoslovakia and imposed a 
puppet-Communist regime on the 
Czech people. 


But Finland has maintained its 
independence, its honor and a 
faithful record of correct relations 
as a Soviet neighbor. And now 
this record has won something 
which, while it cannot mean much 
to Moscow, means a great deal to 
Finland—the return of its port. 

This Soviet action suggests that 
the Kremlin does not intend—as it 
has not in the past in fact em- 
ployed—to use military force to 
take Finland into a closer em- 
brace. 

This Soviet action suggests that 
the Kremlin under Khrushchev and 
Bulganin may have come to rec- 
ognize that imposing puppet-Com- 
munist regimes on weak neighbors 
may not be the best way of win- 
ning good neighbors. 

It certainly wasn’t inthe case of 
Finland.

in the light of experience. 


Though the conference might be 
shoved forward beyond next year 
to 1957 or later, it is important 
that the assembly act at this ses- 
sion to authorize it. That can be 
done by this tenth assembly by 
a mere majority vote, with the 
concurrence required also of seven 
of the 11 members of the Se 
curity Council; whereas, if this 
assembly doesn’t act, it would 
take a two-thirds vote of any fu- 
ture assembly along with the 
seven votes of the Security Coun- 
cil. 


It is no secret that our govern- 
ment has had its own reservations 
about a review conference. Some 
time back there was a fear that, 
with the “cold war’’ still on, Rus- 
sia might try to exploit such a 
conference for its own ends. Since 
the ‘‘cold war’’ has abated some- 
what with the Geneva Big Four 
Conference, there is still caution 
on the ground that everything pos- 
sible should be avoided that might: 
dispel the new atmosphere of har- 
mony—the “spirit of Geneva’’— 
and that conference on U.N. re- 


vision might offer points of seri- 
ous dispute between us and Rus- 
sia. 

Our government's intention to 
move guardedly was indicated by 
Secretary Dulles in. his speech 
when he said that, while he be- 
lieved the founders of the United 
Nations were right in believing 
that there should be a review or 
revision after 10 years of experi- 
ence, ‘‘That does not necessarily 
mean that drastic changes should 
be made.”’ 

The secretary recognized, how- 
ever, the need for some revision 
of the ‘‘pre-atomic age charter’’ 
to give the United Nations more 
power and leeway in meeting the 
problems of atomic control and 
disarmament-as-well-as for other 
purposes, including the admission 
of nations now blocked by the veto. 
In discussing the need for review 
and revision, he said: 

“One impelling reason would be 
to reconsider the present ‘veto" 
power in relation to the admission 
of new members, particularly if 
that veto power should continue 
to be abused. Also, epochal de- 
velopments in the atomic and dis- 
armament fields may make it dee 
sirable. to give this organization 
greater authority in these matters. 
These matters are vital to sur- 
vival itself. We recall that when 
the charter was drafted, none knew 
of the awesome Ropers. of 
atomic warfare.’’

This particular date was select- 
ed to do honor to Bob since it 
happened to be just 25 years to 
the day that he brought everlast- 
ing fame to himself, Atlanta and 
Georgia by completing his grand- 
slam of golf. 


It was Sept. 27, 1930, at Merion 
Cricket Club that Bob Jones, then 
28 years old, crushed Eugene Ho- 
mans, 8 and 7, to take the U.S: 
Amateur championship, his fourth 
national crown within the year. 

Bob had started his amazing 
victory string by taking the 
British Amateur that year with 
a 7 and 6 finals victory over 
Britisher Roger Wethered at St. 
Andrews after he had earlier 
downed the Englishman in a 
Walker Cup singles match.

Nightmares Discussed 


Dreaming is most com- 
mon in children, particularly 
when the tots are overactive, 
emotionally upset, or under 
mental strain. It is less fre- 
quent when daytime activities 
are not too stimulating. 

The infant who is a restless 
sleeper is not necessarily 
dreaming. Included in this. 
group are the crib cruisers, 
head shakers, the rockers, the 
twitchers and those who set- 
tle down into bizarre positions. 
This activitty is not serious 
provided the tyke -gets enough 
rest and maintains a good dis- 
position. 

Up to the age of 2, most 
dreams and night terrors are 
associated with anxiety. These 
children dream about strange 
persons, objects, noises, or 
sensations of falling and need 
help when they awaken sud- 
denly, feeling terrified. 

This is the time for reassur- 
ance, love, and caressing. Turn 
on the light and let the little 
one see that everything is in 
order but discourage him from 
coming into his parents’ room. 

Dreams that mirror the day’s 
activites are more frequent 
after age 2. Many a toddler 
of 3 or 4 has been awakened by 
a bad dream or a night terror 
due to fear. 

The little fellow is afraid of 
being left alone, especially in 
the dark. Others are fearful 
of pain, strange animals, death 
or crippling. 

Nightmares in older children 
usually are caused by remem- 
brances of painful past experi- 
ences such as being bitten by 
a dog or having a boil lanced. 
The night terror, the worst of 
the group, takes place as a 
rule an hour or two after going 
to bed. 

The youngster awakens sud- 
denly, sits up, and begins to 
tremble and screams. Occa- 
sionally he is found pointing a 
finger at an imaginary object. 

Reassurance helps by telling 
him he has been dreaming and 
there is nothing to worry about.

‘Allies F iis 
Ex-Chief of 
Nazi Navy 


BERLIN, Sept. 26 (® — Erich 
Raeder, the grand iral who 
helped Hitler build his navy into 
a terror of the Atlantic, was re 
leased from Spandau Prison to 
day. , 

Greying and stoop - shouldered, 
Raeder was serving a life term. 
He was released under a four- 
power agreement because of his 
“advanced age and the estate of 
his health.” He is 79. 


A top Allied official said Raeder 
is suffering from arthritis, but 
said. ‘‘He’s just an old man.” 


SURPRISED ALLIES 


The agreement to release the 
former admiral surprised most Al- 
lied officials here, but more s6ur- 
prised was Raeder himself. He 
was advised of the decision only 
a few minutes before his wife ap- 
peared in a black car to take 
him to freedom. 


Raeder’s departure leaves only 
five top Nazis in Berlin’s grim 
Spandau. They are: 


Walther Funk, former Nazi eco- 
nomic minister, life imprisonment. 

Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s deputy, 
life. 


Baldur von Schirach, Hitler 
Youth leader, 20 years. 

Albert Speer, former Nazi muni- 
tions minister, 20 years. 


ADM. DOENITZ 


Grand Adm. Karl Doenitz, 
Raeder’s successor as navy com- 
mander, and later Hitler’s succes- 
sor as chief of the dying Third 
Reich. Doenitz was sentenced to 
10 years, and is scheduled for re- 
lease next October. 

Raeder walked out of the prison 
with the aid of a cane. Asked how 
he felt, he replied: 

“Very well.” 

He went directly from the prison 
to a West Berlin hospital, ahd then 
was flown to West Germany. 

Raeder bossed Germany’s navy 
for 15 years until 1943, when he 
quit after arguing with Hitler. 
1946 SENTENCE 


Raeder’s life sentence was hand- 
ed down by the War Crimes Court 
at Nuernberg Oct. 1, 1946. 

As he stepped aboard the plane 
bound for West Germany, Raeder 
was asked by a reporter if he 
had any political plans. 

Raeder replied angrily: ‘For 
God's sake, no.” 

And his wife added sarcastically: 

“He only wants to be Emperor 
of China.” :

She is the 
lady I mentioned a couple of Sundays ago who took a correspond- 
ence course from the University of Georgia, was unsatisfied 
with her mailbox education and decided to come to Georgia in 


person and dig out what she needed to know. 


I just mentioned Mrs. Bundschu in passing in connection 
with something else about the Georgia Center for Continuing 
Education. Now from what I hear from Betsy Powell, supervisor 
of home study, I find Mrs. Bundschu is worth considerably more 
attention.

She uses subsoil waterers around her shrubbery and knows 
all sorts of handy little tricks for using trees as screens against 
noise and dust.
